of the Territories, to Lesser Slave lake. 
Even if the Yakon district were the mort 
unproductive waste, a railway taking the 
track of this wagon road would have to be 
built for colonization purposes in the im- 
mediate future, for the fertile lands be- 
tween the Assiniboine and Athabasca rivers 
are voming into demand for settlement. As 
eariy as 1895, before the mines of the Klon- 
dike were dreamt of, acharter was secured 
for the construction of such a road. A pro- 
longation of the Calgarv & Edmonton fine 
of railway to Lesser Slave lake had there- 
fore been practically decided on purely in 
the interests of Northern Alherta. But 
the events of the last twelve months in the 
Yukon have opened up a new destiny for 
this route. It would now be scarcely pos- 
sible for it to stop at Lesser Slave lake. 
Edmonton is plainly on a direct highway 
into the golden north, and the route from 
there seems bound to go on until it reaches 
Dawson City. A multitude of circum- 
stances unite to make thata main line of 
Yukon traffic, It is a route marked out by 
geography, economy, and national policy. 
Its basis is the great settled portion of our 
own country ; it proceeds from our farthest 
northern i Ht point; it follows the 
shortest line into the Yukon; it is favored 
by great nataral links—the navigable lakes 
ana rivers of the north. Such a line woald 
be an absolutely all-Canadian route, on 
which traffic could not be hampered by the 
customs laws; the bonding regulations, or 
any other restrictive measures of a foreign 
country. Passing throagh a channcl thus 
entirely Canadian, the trade of the Yukon 
would come more ‘completely under our own 
control. It would give to foreign trade 
none of the advantages that a coast rovte 
offers. The shippers of Seattle, Portland, 
San Francisco, and other United States 
ports on the Pacific will be keen competitors 
for the Yukon market so long as entrance 
to the country is confined to coast routes. 
Also, American railway companies will be 
able to secre a great part of the passenger 
traffic to which the movement of emigrants 
from Europe to the gold fields will give rise 
—that is, if we do not open & way into the 
district from the heart of Canada. 


Immi- 
grants from Europe, ore that they have 
to cross the continent, and enier the Yukon 
from the Pacific coast, will be inclined to 

f 


think New York as convenient a port as 
Montreal, an American transcontinental 
rallWay as direct as a Canadian, and there- 
fore an American port on the Pacific as 
advantageous an outfitting point as a 
Canadiav. But if we hada way into the 
country from #dmonton there is no doubt 
it would attract the great mass of immigra- 
tion froin trans-Atlantic countries, Thus 
it would have the certain effect to secure 
for Uanada both the trade and traffic of the 
Yukon. And the route would passthrough 
a rich country throughout its whole length. 
There is the agricultural belt between the 
Assiniboine and Athabasca, which has al- 
ready been referred to, and in which hard 
wheat flourishes. Beyond that is the valley 
of the Peace river, where the gold- bearing 
lands begin, and which, Mr. Ogilvie 
considers, are continuous tiiroughout the 
intervening 600 miles to Dawson City. 
There is reason to believe that the Liard 
and Peace rivers are net far behind the 
Klondike as gold streams. At one point on 
the Peace a party of four miners are report- 
ed to be washing $400 a day. All the rich 
districts east and southeast of the Klondike 
will be overrun by miners. It would be 

for the railways to radiate over 
Dawsen City. They will be built 
into it from our interior. The Edmonton 
route is built now within 3 few hundred 
miles of the verge of this rich field. Let 
it be continued, As a route that will be of 
great benefit to the whole of Canada, it is 
one deserving of liberal aid from the gov- 
ernment. Money so spent, and spent in 
time, will be well spent. In favor ofa 
route starting from Edmonton the govern- 
ment of the Territories has recently been 
memoralized by the assembly.

FOR ADDITIONAL MAIL SERVICE. 


The town council and board of trade 
have jointly passed a memcrial to be for- 
warded to Mr. Oliver, asking that the post 
office department put on three mails a week 
now that a pew tri weekly train service is 
to be inaugurated. The memorial also asks 
that the C. P.R. be asked to have all trains 
arrive here at six instead of seven p. m. and 
Jeave at nine instead of eight, making the 
running time ten hours instead ot eleven, as 
at present.
